The  coins 
are  mounted  on  a  durable  plastic  card  that  includes  a  brief  description  of  the  site  and  the  coin  design,  as  well  as  a  Certificate 
of  Authenticity  on  the  back.

Released  to  the  public  November  14,  the  Chickasaw  National  Recreation  Area  quarter  reverse  (tails  side)  design  features  the 
Lincoln  Bridge,  built  of  limestone  and  dedicated  in  1909  to  celebrate  the  centennial  of  Abraham  Lincoln’s  birth.  Inscriptions 
are  CHICKASAW,  OKLAHOMA,  2011  and  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM.
